Farmers May Get 
Gas Tax Refund 


A new and simplified law 
under which farmers may ob- 
tain a refund of six cents of 
the seven cent state gasoline 
tax on much of the gasoline 
used on their farms, passed by 
the 1957 legislature, is now in 
effect. It is similar to the fed- 
eral three-cent rebate. 

The law provides an appli- 
cation form of only a few lines 
compared to the involved pro- 
cedure necessary under the old 
law. It also broadens the ex- 
emption to include engines 
mounted on certain types of 
farm machinery, as well as 
tractors, already exempt.

SUGAR CANE ON 
INCREASE FOR 
STATE FARMERS 


AUBURN—Tnhere’s more sir- 
up in sight. for Alabamians 
with a sweei-tooth. Sugar cane 
acreage should go up trom the 
low place it has held in the 
last few years. 

According to API Extension 
Agronomist O. N. Andrews, re- 
cent sugar cane crops totaled 
only about 5000 acres. This 
compares with 30,000 acres of 
about 18 years ago. 

Andrews explained that it 
was chiefly the work of diseas- 
és and bad production prac- 
tices plus high labor require- 
ments that wiped out these 
25,006 acres. However, an en- 
courazin® note from the spec- 

growers that use 
varieties 
and good procedures 
may reclaim some of the lost 
Sugar cane land in the state. 

Two of the troublesome di- 
sSeases, mosaic and red rot. can 
be eliminated by use of new 
Sugar cane varieties, C. P. 29- 
116 and C. P. 36-111, continu- 
ously on the same land, while 
old varieties must be rotated 
with other crops. And sirup 
production from both new 
canes has consistently been a- 
bove 500 gallons per acre. 

Farmers wishing to grow 
cane should get their crops in 
the ground now, said Andrews. 
Plant cane in rows four and 
one half feet apart at double 
rate, staggering the unions of 
Stalks in each double _ row.
